Saw FbimoisOu, Aug 1.— Ths diamonds 
now iu t ie bands of the Diamond Company 
here are estimated to be worth $200,000 at 
tbe least, and there are tonr noaude weight 
ol rubies, emeralds aod sapphires. Jmio, 
tho «get t who brought xbem, says thai be 
can make a million dot ars per morth, and 
that tbe entire lot new bere was washed oat 
of a toa and a balf of gravel. Tho company 
declina to say exactly where tbe diggings aro 
located, but say that tbey have claimed all the 
paying ground thty bave struck, which covers 
3,000 acres, all on one flat. Most of tbe dia- 
monds weigh only one carat.aod tbe largest, 
which weighs 108 carats, is too dark to be 
of much value. Tho sapphires are some of 
them as large ai pigton's eggs. Some jewel- 
ers who know the conditions nosier which 
emeralds, rubies, sapphires and diamonds 
are found, doubt tbe story of their all having 
been taken out of one gravel dsposit, and 
some even look upon the whole story as a 
nsw Gold Bluff or Ktrn rivtr hoax. 

San Francisco, ,/uly 31 _ The estimate of 
$100,000 for tbe Ariiona diamonds received 
hire does not Include tbe value of tbe great 
one weighing 118 carats, which, if psrfoct, is 
worth over a million dollars. The diamond- 
fields are on the line of the 35th parallel 
road. 

San Frahoisco, Aug 2— Jaoin, agent of the 
Diamond Co., promises to be hero within 
sixty days with at least a million dollars 
worth of diamonds. The party « bich took out 
the stones is said to bave numbered only 
twenty. five men, and yet they profess to have 
prospected over a section of country 160 
miles square which is swarming with Apacbea. 
The fact that with 3,000 acres of gravel which 
will pay halt a gallon of diamonds to tba ton 
the Company nock Is being sold at only $40 
par shore, or $4,000,000 for tbe entire thing, 
causes many to saspest that there may be 
a colorsd gentleman undei tbe fence after 
all. 

The yield of tbe Raymond * BIy mine for 
July Is $344,705. 

Advices Irom GeuUmala state tbat the friars 
now in this city were exiled under a law ol 
ths Republlo doting all convents and mon- 
asteries and devoting the buildings and pros 
perty not neoessary for church use to the 
State. San Salvador has taken the same ac- 
tion. This is exaotly Ihe same course pur- 
sued by tbs late Juarsa in Mexico. The exiled 
friars are to be allowed $25 a mouth pension 
Irom tbe Government for one year.
